MESSAGE RAPS 
AT PRORIBITION 





Without Openly Saying So He 
Implies That He Is Op- 
posed to Movement. 





WOULD CURB BREWERS 





Urges That Law Be Changed 
So They Be Prohibited 
From Owning Saloons. 





From a Post-Dispatch Staff Corre- 


spondent, 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 7.—Gov. 
Hadley sent a special message to the 
Legislature this afternoon, touching 
upon the liquor question, and designed, 
it is believed, to influence action upon 
the constitutional amendment providing 
for State-wide prohibition, which comes 
upon the House tomorrow afternoon as 
a special order, | 

He does nof declare, except by infer- 
ence, opposition to prohibition, but ad- 
vocates denying brewers the right to 
own saloons, or to mix in politics, and 
urges a tax on clubs. He states that 
both the leading parties in their plat- 
form utterances, oppose, at. least by in- 
ference, State-wide prohibition. The 
message, in part, follows: 

“The liquor question srould be, in no 
sense, a political one, and if the declara- 
tions ‘made by the two political parties 
in their party platforms, are to control, 
it can, in no sense, be regarded as a 
pelitical question. For no~substantial 
difference is to be found in the declar- 
ations of the platforms of the Repub= 
lican and Democratic parties upon this 
question in the recent campaign. 


Platforms Are the Same. 

“Both declared in favor of enforce- 
ment of the laws regulating dramshops, 
including the closing of saloons on Sun- 
day. Both declared in favor of our 
present #ystem of laws by which the 
people of the counties and the cities 
of the State can exercise a local option 
ini favor of prohibition therein, and thus 
both, by necessary inference, declared 
against State-wide prehibition. 

“Both platforms declared in favor of 
the enactment of such new laws as ex- 
perience might show to be necessary for 
the further suppression of the evils of 
the liquor traffic. 

“It is, I think, the unquestioned senti- 
ment of the people of this State that 
the liquor interests must not be per- 
mitted to nominate and elect our public 
officials for their own benefit and pro- 
tection. And in order that this result 
may be accomplished the brewer and 
the distiller should, by law, be strictly 
confined to the business the law permits 
them to conduct. 


Power Hurts the Business. 

“When the. brewer, the distiller or the 
wholesaler of intoxicating liquors is per- 
mitted, directly or indirectly, to own, 
operate or control dram’ shops, then 
there exists a necessary combination of 
power that results in the injury of the 
business itself and inevitably tends to 
pernicious and dangerous political acti- 
‘ty and influence. ; 

“Legislation striking at this evil was 
attempted by the last general assembly, 
but the law then enacted has apparently 
failed to accomplish its purpose. 

“Without considering the question of 
the sufficiency of the existing statute, 
it is, in my opinion, clearly advisable 
that another law should be passed which 
will enforce the complete separation of 
the brewery and the saloon, the whole- 
saler and the retailer, the one from the 
other. The only bill with which I am 
“.miliar which seeks to accomplish this 
desired and proper result was reported 
adversely in the House, and does not 
occupy a position upon its calendar. This 
bill should, in my, opinion, be revived, 
and, with such amendments as might be 
necessary or proper placed upon the cal- 
endar and enacted into law. 


Would License Clubs. 

“Another evil which, in my opinion, 
demands action upon your part, exists 
ark a result of the enforcement of the 
law for the closing of saloons on Sun- 
days. In the large cities of the State 
there have been established a large 
number of clubs, known as ‘lid clubs,’ 
which exist largely for the purpose of 
dispensing intoxicating liquors on Sun- 
days. 

“The protection of a decree of incor- 
poration often times makes it difficult 
for. public officials to deal with these 
clubs. In my opinion, every club of any 
character which dispenses intoxicating 
liquors to the members should be re- 
quired to pay a license to the State. 

“If this were done, it would be within 
the power of the officer or officers who 
grant such licenses to refuse to grant 
a license to a club of doubtful character 
or to revoke such license in case the 
same was obtained or was being used 
for the mere purpose. of violating or 
evading the dramshop laws. 

“The question of a residential dis- 
trict local option law is a question 
that has also been considered by this 
general assembly, but a8 yet no bill 
has been agreed upon which seems to 
meet. with general approval. In my 
opinion, it is advisable to confer up- 
on the peoplg in residence districts tn 
the Jarge cities the right to exclude 
or refuse..to perm rmit saloons to do

Dying Man Did Not Speak. 

“As Harry came in the dining room,” 
said Mrs. Allyn, “‘he had hig arms fold- 
ed across his heart. I asked him what 
he had done, but he did not answer.” 

Mrs. Allyn broke down while telling 
of the death scene and wept. 

Resuming her testimony, Mrs. Allyn 
said her daughter, Georgia, came into 
the room and after looking at her hus 
band, said: 

“Tt can't be so. It can’t be so.” 

The mother said that Georgia and 
Harry had some words the night before 
the shooting. 

“That Sunday morning,” said Mrs. 
Allyn, “I went into their kitchen. I 
said to them that they ought to try to 
fix it up. Harry said there was no use 
of talking about it.” 

Mrs. Allyn’ testified that she had 
burned the letter which had caused the 
quarrel. It was postmarked “Niagara 
Falls,’ she said, and was signed “‘Rob- 
ert Manson.” 

Mrs. Allen sald she would give to the 
best of her recollection, the contents of 
the letter.

The Drew question must take a back 
seat. The burning question of the hour 
—uppermost in men’s minds—is how 
many bottles of tears Jeptha D. Hewe 
and Arthur N. Sager wept in that fa- 
mous two hours’ interview over the 
wavis case. 

Who wept the most tears—the briniest 
tears—the coldly analytical Howe, mak- 
er and destroyer of men, or the big- 
hearted, sympathetic Sager, whose race, 
according to Howe, was cut short be- 
cause he opposed the “boss.”’ 

The only element of doubt is whether 
Sager wept at all. Sager swore Jep 
wept, and Jep admitted the brine. But 
like the little boy who stuck a fish 
hook in his toe, Jep says, “And Art— 
boo-beo, he-boo-hoo— cried—boo-hoo— 
too.” 

Sager is willing to appear before the 
Senate Investigating Committee ana 
swear that not a tear flowed down his 
ruddy cheeks during that interview, 
in which he upbraided Jeptha for viola- 
tion of his pledge not to take criminal 
law practice. That’s all “bosh,”’ he 
says. 

Meanwhile, all St. Louis hopes that 
the prophetic warning in Scott’s Mar. 
mion does not befall her because Howe 
and Sager wept: 

“But woe awaits the country, when 

She sees the tears of bearded men.” 


Bary Them in Sager’s Political Tomb. 
Sager swore Howe was a great weep- 


er. He didn’t begin to estimate the 
quantity of tears Jep wept. Physicians 
agree that a fair estimate would be that 
he wept one for each second of the in- 
terview. At this rate, he must have 
wept 7200 big, saltwater tears in the 120 
minutes of sorrow. If Sager wept an 
equal number of even larger and briner 
tears, it would make a total of 14,400 
tears shed upon this historic occasion. 

In the ancient days the Egyptians fol- 
lowing their mummies to the grave, car- 
ried tear-bottles. They wept into the 
bottles, holding from one to 
ounces, for hours, and buried them with 
the bodies of the dead. These bottles, 
exhumed after long years, still con- 
tained the tears. 

If the tears wept upon this solemn oc- 
casion could have been interred in the 
political grave Howe dug for Sager fel- 
l@wing this period of weeping, the tear- 
bottles would, perhaps, have filled a 
good-sized niche in the tomb. 

BHven if Shakespeare does call tears 
woman’s weapon, and deride them, the 
great men of history have shed them 
copiously. Alexander the Great wept 
because there were ne mere worlds for 
him to conquer. He died at about the 
age of these modern weepers—37. 

And then there was Leuis XVI, who 
wept as he looked out of the Palace at 
Versailles and saw the mob howling for 
bread. Even Mark Twain wept at the 
tomb of Adam. 

Often Done in Poetry. 

Queen Elizabeth of England wept when 
she sent the Earl of Essex—her be- 
trothed—to death as a traitor to Eng- 
land, and by her act died a maiden. 
And Mary Queen of Scots wept fn prison 
the night before she was beheaded, be- 
cause of the loss of her kingdom and 
the enslavement of her people. The 
poets have always honored tears even 
when shed by men. Shakspeare wrote: 
“One whose subu’d eyes, 

Albeit unused to the melting mood, 
Drop tears as fast as the Arabian trees, 
Their medicinal gum.” 

Erasmus Darwin thought so well of 
them he gave the world this: 

“No radiant pearl, which crested fortune 
wears, 

Ne gem that twinkling hangs from 
Beauty’s ears, 

Not the bright stars which night’s blue 
arch adorn, 

Nor rising suns that gild the vernal 
morn, 

Shine with such luster as the tear that 
flows, 
Down virtue’s manly cheek for others’ 

woes.”’ : 

Se, by all the world’s approved stand. 
ards there was nothing to cause shame 
to either of the principals of the now 
famous interview even if both really 
wept.

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THE MENACE OF BOSSISM. 

The facts brought out in the Davis case by the 
Senate Investigating Committee have special sig- 
nificance because Jeptha Howe is the head of 
the Republican party organization in this city. 

The admissions of Mr. Howe, coupled with the 
statements of witnesses, show that he was em- 
ployed on account of his political influence, by 
Davis, who was accused of a serious crime. The 
prime object of his employment was to prevent 
the indictment of Davis of the grave felony 
charged. Howe admits that he went to Sager, 
then Circuit Attorney, who was indebted to him 
for his nomination and election, and urged him 
to prevent the indictment of Davis and even 
used violent language to force him to this con- 
clusion. Subsequently the indictment was 
quashed and the case was taken on a minor 
charge into the Court. of Criminal Correction, 
where before a special judge Davis was ac- 
quitted. For this service Howe was paid $800, an 
unusual fee for defending a misdemeanor case. 

We do not consider the fact that Howe spoke 
to Campbell Cummings with regard to his act- 
ing as special judge in this case. That action 
suggests a question of ~rofessional ethics rather 
than of politics. 

We submit that the facts in this case have a 
bearing on the question of the fitness of Mr. 
Howe to hold the leadership of a great party 
which professes to stand for political and offi- 
cial rectitude and for the impartial enforcement 
of law. The impropriety of a party boss seek- 
ing to influence the action of an officer who 
is under political obligation to him is manifest.

The King went ashore and was pho- 

tographed with the Roosevelt party, 
«but he did not accompany Mr. Roose- 
velt in his visit to the ruins of the 
city. Ambassador Griscom and _ the 
representatives of the United States at 
Meseina acted as guides. A heavy 
rain fcll during the afternoon and the 
.Mud was deep, but Mr. Roosevelt 
ploughed through it, | 

In the American quarters he shook 
hands with all the men from the Unit- 
ed States mavy and congratulated 

them on their excellent work of res- 
toration. In a hut, a glass of wine 
was offered the former President. 
' Lifting it he said: 

“1 drink to all the men, of whatever 
nationz ty, who have worked and are 
working -to relieve what befell the 

Sicilian people.”

Present Executive Elected for 
Fourth Term by Plurality 
of 114. 


In the closest municipal election East 
St. Louls has had for many years, 
Mayor Silas Cook was re-elected by a 
plurality of 114 votes over Charles Lam- 
bert. Former Mayor M. M. Stephens 
ran third, 74 votes behind Lambert. 


The administration ticket elected.five|. ‘vy 


of the nine aldermen, City Clerk, City 
Treasurer, Police Magistrate, City At- 
torney, and a majority of the assistant 
supervisors, justices of the peace, and 
constables on the township ticket. The 
Progressive party elected two alder- 
men and the Assessor. The Stephens 
party elected aldermen in the Highth 
and Ninth wards. 

The question of annexing Edgemont 
to East St. Louis was <arried by almost 
15 to 1. The organization of a Board of 
Fire and Police Commissioners, to take 
the Police and Fire departments out 
of politics and make the appointments 
iby a merit system, was authorized by 
a vote of 10 to 1. Edgemont will vote 
on the annexation question at its com- 
ing election. If the question carries in 
the village, the annexation will be form- 
ally made. 

John F. “Sambo” May, on the Ad- 
r-inistration ticket, was elected by the 
largest plurality given any candidate 
on any ticket, 708 Frank Holten for 
City Treasurer. on the same ticket re- 
for 
any candidate, winning by 674. 

M. J. Walsh, a candidate for Mayor 
on the Independent Municipal ticket, 
polled 145 votes in the city. N. O. 
Wright, a Socialist, polled 121 votes for 
Mayor. Eugene Wright, the candidate 
for Mayor on the Citizens’ ticket, re- 
ceived the smallest vote of any mayor- 
ality candidate, 31. 

Each of the three leading candidates 
for Mayor carried his home precinct. 
Cook and Stephens carried their home 
wards, and elected the aldermen with 
them. 

Sewer Will Be Built, 

Herman Roewe, candidate for Alder- 
man in the Fifth Ward on the Admin- 
istration ticket, was elected by the 
largest plurality given any alderman, 
24. Leuis Jackson, on the Administra- 
tion ticket, was elected by 17 plurality, 
that being the smallest received by any 
of the aldermen elected. 

The election of Mayor Cook assures 
the construction of the $750,000 outlet 
sewer .for which the contract has been 
let. This was the nearest thing to an 
issue in the election, although each of 
the mayoralty candidates declared. in 
favor of the sewer, but each had dif- 
ferent plans. 

The total number of votes cast for 
Mayor was 11,072, which isthe largest 
vote ever polled in East St. Louis. The 
total registered vote is slightly over 
12,000.
